Ada was visited by a heavy rain 
and electrical storm Sunday night.

damaged the electric light plant con­ 
siderably, burning out a generator 
and some transformers, including the 
one controlling the line to the pump­ 
ing station at the reservoir. This cut 
off the service until nearly noon to­ 
day, by which time most of the dam­ 
age had been repaired. 


Adopting a scale of 15 cents an 
hour and board or 20 cents an hour 
without board for 
farm 
laborers 
many representative farmers of this 
county Saturday afternoon took the 
first steps towards meeting the la­ 
bor shortage in this part of Oklaho­ 
ma. About sixty or seventy farmers 
assembled in the court house in re­ 
sponse to a call by the County Coun­ 
cil of Defense. 
P. A. Norris, chair­ 
man of the County Council, presided 
and stated that the object of the 
meeting was to devise ways of meet­ 
ing the labor shortage and take the 
first step towards co-operated buying 
and selling. 
Talks were made by most of the 
farmers and also by B. H. Frick, R. 
W. Simpson, J. B. Hill and others. 
Most of the talking was done by the 
farmers themselves ana the conclu­ 
sions reached were the result of their 
own ideas. 
B. H. Frick, who is the official la­ 
bor agent of this county, stated that 
labor is hard to secure and told of 
the efforts of various parts of the 
state to get labor. It is necessary to 
use every man and boy in the coun­ 
ty if we expect to save our crops. The 
high school boys will soon be avail­ 
able, many of the business men of 
Ada are willing to go out and help, 
and other sources of .labor may be 
found. 
The discussion about wages was 
the most interesting thing brought 
up. 
The hour system was finally 
agreed upon, making a difference of 
50 cents a day in furnishing and not 
furnishing board. 
It was also agreed that need for 
laborers be made known to the chair­ 
man of the school district Counci 
of Defense, who will get the infor­ 
mation to Mr. Frick. 
J. B. Hill was elected to attend the 
state meeting at Oklahoma City on 
May 29.
